TEXT OF DECLARATION 


Germany Is Failing to Meet Most 
Important Obligations Impos- 
ed by Peace Treaty 


SAN REMO, April 26—Asso- 
ciated Press)—The text of tht 
common declaration adopted by 
the allies at the close of the work 
of the San Remo confotence snys: 

The allied powers have taken 

fzance of the letter of Dr. 
Goeppert (head of the German 
Aciegation in Paris) of April 20, 
transmitting a request from the 
German minister of war, asking 
that the German government he 
authorized to retain an army of 
200,000 tnstend of 100,000 men as 
provided for in the Versnitles 
treaty, and affirming that this 
fs a necessity in order to maintain 
order, 


The allies must declare immediate- 
ly that a proposition of this nature 
cannot even be examined as long as 
Germany is failing to meet the most 
important obligations imposed by the 
peace treaty and does not proceed 


with disarmament, on which depends 
the peace of the world. Germany 
has not fulfilled its engagements, 
neither concerning the destruction of 
war material nor the decrease of its) 
effectives, nor the supplying of éoal, 
nor the reparations or the costs of the 
armies of occupation. 

It hag given neither satisfaction nor 
made excuses for criminal attacks 
which several times members of the 
allied missions in Germany have been 
the victims of. 

It has taken no steps to determine 
As was provided for in the protocol of 
the treaty, its obligations concerning 
reparations in order to make pay- 
ments with a view to fixing the total 
amount which it must pay. It seems 
to have not been considered .how it 
can sneet its obligations when they be- 
ceme due. 

The allies realize the difficulties 
met by the German government and 
do not seek to impose too narrow an 
interpretation of the treaty, but they 
are unanimous in declaring that they 
cannot tolerate a continuation of these 
infractions of the treaty of Versailles, 
that the treaty must be executed and 
remain as the basis of relations be- 
tween Germany and the allies, and 
that they are resolved to take all 
measures, even if necessary, the oc- 

_ eupation of an additional part of Ger- 
man territory, in order to insure exe- 
cution of the treaty. They affirm, 
however, that they have no intention 
of annexing any part of the German 
territory. 


Germans Invited to Conference, 


At the same time the allies deem 
that questions arising from violations 
of the peace treaty, as well as from 
the measures necessary to ensure its 
execution, would be more easily solv- | 
ed by exchange of views between the) 
chiefs of the government than by note. | 
Thus they decide to invite the chiefs 
of the government of Germany to a 
direct conference with the chiefs of | 
the allied governments and request 
that at the proposed meeting the Ger- } 
man Sovernment present to them ex-/| 
planations and precise propositions | 
upon all the subjects mentioned in the 
foregoing. | 

If a satisfactory settlement is arrived 
at on these points the allied govern- 
ments would be willing to discuss with 
the German representatives any ques- | 
tions which affect the civil order and 
economic well-being of Germany. But 
Germany must understand that the 
unity of the allies for the execution of 
the treaty is as solid as {it was for war, 
and that the only method of taking 
her place in the world is loyalty to exe- 
cute the engagements to which she 
has subscribed.

Pross.)—Allegations by opposition

Retirement of All Civil Servants 


on Reaching Seventy Years of 
Age Provided for 


NTO, April 26.—Retirement 
pork eties of Ait civil servants who 
have reached the age of seventy years 
{s provided in @ euperannuation bill 
which was introduced by Premier 
Drury in the legislature this afternoon. 
All employees who have been thirty 
years in the eervice, or who are over 
65 years of age, may be retired, elther 
at the option of the government or 
themselves, Superannuation, allow- 
ances to a maximum of $2,000 yearly 
will be paid such retiring employees. 

The superannuation fund will be 
made up by contributions from the 
civil eervice and the government. Em- 
ployees will be required to pay into 
the fund a portion of théir salary 
ranging from 8% per cent. to 8 per 
cent., according to age. 

The government will pay into the 
fund an amount equal to that de- 
ducted from employees’ salaries, and 
will bear the cost of administration of 
the echeme,

SERIOUS VAOCILLATION 


Unless Government Proved Capa- 
city to Govern Country Would 
Drift to Republic 


LONDON, April 26.—In _ the 
house of commons tonisht, Lord 
Robert Cecil strongly condemned 
the Trish administration, He said 
the situation tn Ireland was graver 
than for centuries. 

Sixteen murders were committ- 
ed In the first three weks of April, 
as compared with thirty-six in the 
Jast three months, and during the 
last week there was one murder 
daily. 

No arresta had been made; no 
one had been punished and there 
was no protection for the public 
against violence. The goverument 
he declared, had shown serious 
vacillation and want of resource, 


If convictions could not be obtained 


junder the existing law, the law must 


be altered and, if necessary to bring

Indications that coplum is being 
large quantities from 
Canada into the United States are 


contained in figures of Canadian {m- 
ports of the drug read by Hon. N. W. 
Rowell, minister of health, in the house 
today. A year ago, said the minister, 
the quantity of opium and opium pfo- 
| ducts, such as morphine and cocaine 
amported ‘into Canada had reached 
37,210 pounds, an increase of about 
800 per cent. in five years. Consump- 
tion in Canada did not explain the 
increase, and the department of health 
had every reason to bellave that string- 
ent regulations in the United States 
had driven, those who trafficated 
there in thé drug to bring their sup- 
plies into Canada and smuggle them 
across the international boundary. 
They were then in possession of 
quantities of the drug not registered 
with the authorities «and therefore, 
|free from the regulations which re- 
quire that disposition of every ounce 
}of the drug be reported, In explain- 
ug his amended opium and drug act 
to the house, Mr. Rowell stated that 
it was aimed to establish a greater 
measure of control over the traffic in 
Canada of opium, morphine, heroin 
and cocaine. 
Canadian legislation in 1908 had been 
to reduce the Imports of these drugs 
into Canada until in 1910 they had 
dropped in two years from 81,000 
pounds to 6,418 pounds annually, In 
19147 these imports doubled the pre- 
vious year and continued to mount un 
ti! in 1919 the figures for the ten 
months ending March 81, 1919, stood 
at 37,210 pounds. The department of 
health was then formed and took over 
active administration of the law re- 
farding opium {In Canada, ‘The suc- 
ceeding ten months saw a decrease 
in Imports to 7.995 pounds. However, 
in the three years up to March, 1919, 
‘bout 85,000 pounds of oplum drugs 
had been imported as against about 
19,000 pounds in the three years end- 
lingg March, 1916,

WINNIPEG, April 14.—Cond'ttons 
1n the west are very Ifar from ideal 
atthe moment. The stormiest March 
and the coldest April almost on rec- 
ord. Practically all of central and 
northern Alberta, northern Saskatche- 
wan and parts of northern Manitoba 
are lying under a heavy blanket of 
snow and while the sun ts fright and 
the skies clear, piercing winds from 
the north have blown for days, Even 
should warm. weather set in duammedi- 
ately, seeding wll be fully three 
weeks beh'nd the average and the old 
timers say it reminds them of the 
spring of 1879 when all the eeeding 
had to be done after the 4th of May. 
It {s not seeding that the farmers are 
worrying about particularly, long ex- 
perience having taught them that the 
epring @#low to come often brings 
steady fine and suitable weather when 
at last it appears, The acreage will 
be reduced, of course, but what of 
that? 

The real worry at present is the 
feed for cattle and horses. The feed 
supply, short on the start and a 
feeding period unduly prolonged has 
practically exhausted available sup- 
plies and [both cattle and horses in | 
many sections are Uterally starving 
and if the present weather continues 
pven another week the ‘oss will bo] 
jaavy. Even in Manitoba where the 
feed supply wag abundant early in 
the seasor, there is now a shortage as 
farmers figuring -on the usual feed- 
ing period have sold too much of their 
supposed surplus to Saskatajiewan 
and Alberta and now find themselves 
in perilous conditions with regard to 
their own stock. In the range coun- 
try there {s much apprehension of 
heavy loss in the ealf crop and of 
unduly thin cows at = calying time, 
while stock and mixed farms are find- 
Ing great difficulty in dealing with 
bewly arrived calves, pigs, and fambs 
as in addition to the shortage of 
hay there !s a great shortage of etraw 
tor bedding and this combined with 
he exceptionally cold weather makes

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> @ BRITISH COLUMBIA EXPERT SAYS 
- SUGAR SUPPLY CLEANED UP BY JUNE 


Great Shortage of Cuban Supplies Will Run Canada Short 


and Cause Prices to Still 


Calgary, April 22.—‘There is 
every prospect of the sugar 
supply being cleaned up before 
the end of June. In the mean- 
time, it fs going to rise in price. 
Procrastination in buying, 
therefore, is the thief of the 
consumers’ money.’ In_ this 
epigramatic way W. N. Wins- 
low, of Vernon, B.C., manager 
of the British Columbia Traffic 
and Credit Association, sum- 
marized, in conversation, the 
prospects of sugar supply in 
Canada and the United States. 
The credit association repre- 
eents the fruit shippers of the 
coast province, who are vitally 
interested in the maintenance of 
the sugar supply fn the prairies 
for preserving purposes: 

Mr, Winslow is recognized as 
an expert in sugar markets. He 
took part yesterday in an im- 
portant conference in the offices 
of Campbell, Wilson and Horne, 
between the fruit men and the 
wholesale grocers of the city, 
the jobbers being rcpresented 
by 8. S. Savage, president of the 
Western Fruit Jobbers’ Asso- 
olation, and the shippers by Mr. 
Winslow and W. F. Laidlaw, of 
the B.C. FRult Growers’ Asso- 
ciation. 


200 Cars Brought in 

“During the past six years,” 
eaid Mr. Winslow, ‘200 cars, a 
total of 8,000 tons or 6,000,000 
pounds, have been brought into 
Alberta from the Hast, and In 
addition there has been an ade- 
quate supply of Western sugar 
to meet the demand, so it is 
estimated that 6,000,000 pounds 
have gone into hoarding. To 
meet the requirements of the 
preserving season, plus general 
x requirements, 2,500,000 pounds 
j are necessary. The Fastern re-

The Eastern refineries are now 
compelling buyers to take yel- 
low sugar with white, and this 
fal! the people will be glad to 
get yellow sugar for any pur- 
pose whatever, including table 
use.” : 


Reason for Advances 

“The chief reason for ad- 

vancing prices is the discovery 
of the fact that Cuban raws will 
be about one-half million tons 
short of the estimate which was 
accepted on April 1st. The sup- 
ply will thus be about 1,800,000 
tons for Canada and the United 
States from July to the middle 
of October. It ‘'s difficult to say 
what the normal demahd ts, in 
view of the big increase in re- 
cent years, but it would be safe 
to estimate it at not less than 
1,800,000 tons. 
‘“As a result. of the Cuban 
shortage becoming known, the 
price of raws in New York has 
risen in three weeks from 11% 
cents a pound to 20 cents— 
which fs equivalent to 82 cents 
retail on the prairies—and it Is 
still going up. 

“Practically all our supply 
will come from Cuba this year. 
During the war we obtained 
sugar from Cuba, San Domingo, 
for Bastern refiner'es, and from 
Java, Hawaii, Peru, for the B.C. 
refineries, with small supplics 
from the Philippines and For- 
mosa, The Hawai'an raws now 
go to San Francisco, a small 
portion only of the Fiji supply 
to British Columbia, while the 
raws from Peru largely go to 
France or Japan.”

MANY STRIKES 


Government's Policy With Refer-

Paris, April 26—This city 
almost complete paralysis of business 
on Saturday May 1 as the result of a 
large number of unions voting to join 
the labor demonstration by calling a 
feneral strike. Hotel, post office, tele- 
phone and telegraph, local surface 
transportation and gas and electrical 
workers, all unionized workers on the 
payrolls of the municipality, with the 
jexception of health officers, and a 
large number of less important 
{branches of labor, will participate in 
the strike. The work !n most lines 
{will be resumed after 24 hours, but 
the walkout of telephone and tele- 
graph employees will interrupt com- 
munication, 

Teachers will remain on duty, and 
| food stores will be open at least part
